WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — New 
Deal money lending has reached a 
point where today nearly seven bil- 
lion dollars is owed to the Federal 
Government. 

A survey of the five principal 
emergency credit agencies shows 
loans outstanding to public and 
private enterprise aggregate $6,- 
946,069,897. And only the future 
can determine definitely when the 
flow of money will stop. 

As security, the United States 
holds everything from corn in cribs 
and mortgages on individual homes 
to bank and railroad bonds. The 
interest rate ranges from 4 to 6 per 
cent and the obligations are spread 
over terms from six months to 30 
years. 

The total does not include relief 
expenditures, which the Govern- 
as “irrecoverable 
loans,” or money spent on strictly 
Federal projects designed to cre- 
ate employment. 

In the words of W. I. Myers, gov- 


tration: 

“The true test of any credit sys- 
tem isn’t in putting the money out. 
It’s in getting it back.” 

No Pressure for Payment. 

Only recently Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation officials made 
a public plea to private borrowers 
not to be in too great a hurry to 
liquidate their indebtedness to the 
Government. Their point was that 
the money should be used to create 
a demand for goods and labor. 

The RFC has received more than 
$2,250,000,000, or almost half of the 
entire $4,500,000,000 it has lent out- 
side of advances to Government) 
agencies and for relief since it be- 
gan functioning in February, 1932. 

On these _ transactions it has 
shown a profit of almost $60,000,- 
000. It expects to do a little  bet- 
ter than break even in the long 
run. Its profits come from the dif- 
ference between the 3 per cent it 


uses and the 4 to 6 per cent it 
charges, 

Billion Available From RFC. 

With $1,280,168,206 in outstanding 
loans on Oct. 31, the RFC still had 
on hand more than a billion dollars 
available for borrowers, including 
banks, railroads, insurance compa- 
nies, credit agencies and other fi- 
nacial concerns, 

Largest holder of oustanding 
loans is the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration. A total of: $2,715,901,691 is 
due it for loans to agriculture 
placed through the Federal Land 
Banks, the Land Bank Commission- 
er, the Federal Intermediate Credit 
Banks, production credit associa- 
tions and regional agricultural 
credit corporations. ~™ 

Interest charges here are 4% to 
5% per cent on mortgages from six 
months to 30 years. 

Two Billion to Home Owners. 

Two billion dollars is owed the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation by 
holders of mortgaged property. 

There are 650,000 borrowers, 
with average loans of $3009. 

These home owners have 15 years 
to pay off on the amortization prin- 
ciple, at rates of 5 to 6 per cent. 

Exclusive of outright grants, the 
Public Works Administration has 
outstanding $750,000,000 in loans to 
non-Federal public bodies and pri- 
vate corporations. 

Its loans are secured by bonds, 
which draw from 4 to 5 per cent, 
and ordinarily extend to “the use- 
ful life of the project.” In many 
cases, however, the loans are limit- 
ed to 10 to 15 years. 

Commodity Credit Corporation’s 
loans to corn and cotton farmers 
aggregate $200,000,000, more than 
$160,000,000 of the total being for 
cotton.

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NEW YORK POLICE 
TOLD TO “MUSS-UP” 
KNOWN CRIMINALS 


Commissioner Declares for Pol- 
icy of Scaring Them Out 
of the City. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YOR”, Nov. 26.—Police 
Commissioner Lewis J. Valentine 
declared himself today for a policy 
of “marking and mussing up” all 
known criminals who are arrested. 

He told 200 detectives at the po- 
lice lineup to spread th word 
amonX the force that he wanted 
criminals so’ beaten they would 
leave the city rather than face ar- 
rest.

EARTHQUAKE SHAKES MANILA, 
SHOCK LASTS 36 MINUTES 


Many Dwellings Wrecked; No In- 
juries Reported; Residents 
Rush Into Streets. 

By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Nov. 26.—An _— earth- 
quake which lasted 36 minutes. 
shook Manila tonight, wrecking nu- 
merous bamboo dwellings in the 
slum district and damaging a few 
downtown buildings. The police 
had no reports of any injuries. 

The quake was the most severe 
felt here in several years. Power 
lines, windows and the cornices of 
downtown buildings were wrecked. 
Many persons rushed into the 
streets.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 25 — (Via Mackay Radio— 
Delayed)—A section of land almost 
as large as the State of Texas was 
claimed for the United States to- 
day by Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd as a result of discoveries in 


Antarctica. 

A huge stretch of ice-covered Ant- 
arctic wastes, which previously had 
been considered to be over water, 
was said by Byrd to be land. He 
made this announcement in a ra- 
dio message to President Roose- 
velt following a flight east into 
Marie Byrd Land. 

He brought back with him evidence 
that Marie Byrd Land runs in an 
unbroken line from the Antarctic 
coast to the South Pole and that 
a trans-arctic strait does not ex- 
ist. Byrd declared it is all land, 
“overwhelmed by ice, to be sure, but 
land, anyhow.” 


Observations Reversed. 


The result of the  seven-hour 
flight, together with observations 
made on Nov. 16, 18 and 22, was to 
reverse the preliminary observa- 
tions of Nov. 15, when Byrd found 
a sea level depression apparently 
running east, which led him to be- 
lieve a long-sought transcontinental 
strait lay beneath the ice sheet. 

He had concluded that the ele- 
vated land masses of Marie Byrd 
Land constituted, if not a separate

WRECKED, 12 HURT 
IN EXPLOSION 


Three-Story Brick Structure 
and Two-Story Flat De- 
molished at Madison and 
Glasgow. 


THREE TRAPPED 
IN THE DEBRIS 


Blast Heard in County— 
Police Say It Was Caused 
by Gas but Fire Chief 
Doubts This. 


A heavy explosion in a vacant 
three-story brick building at the 
northeast corner of Madison street 
and Glasgow avenue leveled the 


structure at 9:50 o’clock last night, 
demolished a two-story flat to the 
east at No. 2839, shook down plas- 
ter and smashed windows in a ra- 
dius of more than a block, and 
caused injuries to 12 persons. 
Mrs. Anna Stewart, 40 years old, 
housekeeper in No. 2839, suffered a 
fractured left wrist when she was 
trapped in the debris of the flat 
with “rank Wright, 56, her 
employer, and Wright’s daughter, 
Bernice, 13. Mrs. Stewart was res- 
cued by Wright and firemen, the 
girl by Patrolman Harry Hampe, 
as coals from an overturned stove 
were setting fire to the wreckage. 
The firemen quickly extinguished 
the blaze with hand extinguishers. 
The blast was heard as far away 
as Pine Lawn and Jennings, St. 
Louis County, and early work of 
the police was hampered by a flood 
of telephone calls which impeded 
traffic through police station 
switchboards. Fifteen minutes 
after the explosion the police radio 
operator broadcast an appeal that 
no more calls be made, so work 
could go on without hindrance. 


Firemen Are Delayed.

Hall, who celebrated his sixth 
birthday by dancing around a fire 
in Indian headdress, was fatally 
burned yesterday, when the flames 
ignited his new gift. 

The boy built a small bonfire in 
his back yard while his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Dave Hall, watched. 
Clutching his tomahawk and wear- 
ing his feathered headdress, Robert 
danced around the fire. Suddenly 
the wind whirled the flames, which

cinity. 

Woman Victim’s Story. 


At City Hospital today, Mrs. 
Stewart told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that she, Wright and 
Wright’s daughter were sitting in 
the living room of their three-room 
flat when the explosion occurred. 

“Mr, Wright and I had been out 
for a walk,” she said. “We had re- 
turned and just turned on the radio 
when the building fell in on us, I 
heard a noise, only the _ ceiling 
falling, and plaster and _  0»bricks 
showering down on us. 

“When it happened, I was sit- 
ting near the front door, Mr. 
Wright was on the east side of the 
room, and Bernice was sitting on 
the north side with the back of 
her chair against a chifforobe. I 
was caught so I could not move. 
The stove overturned and the coals 
all spilled out around my feet. 

“The floor began to burn. I 
screamed for *elp and after a few 
moments, it seemed, firemen were 
crawling in towarc me. It seemed 
to me they would pull me in half 
getting me out, but finally they 
had me in the front yard.” 

Heard No Noise, Man Says. 

Wright, a blacksmith employed 
by the Quality Dairy, also said he 
heard no noise, only felt a strong 
concussion. 

“The ceiling came down, and I 
was knocked flat,” he said. “I was 
hit two or three times by bricks 
and plaster. Then I managed to 
crawl out to the street. My daugh- 
ter and Mrs. Stewart were scream- 
ing. I shouted to my daughter, 
‘Are you hurt?’ and she said, ‘I 
don’t know, Daddy, but I’m caught. 
Hurry and dig me out.’ 

“T started to pull away at the 
wreckage and a policeman came 
along and helped me.

A mass of evidence is to be pre- 
sented to the grand jury by special 
agents of the intelligence unit of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau. The 
investigation which led to dis- 
closure of the alleged plot was con- 
ducted under direction of Guy T. 
Helvering, Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner. 

One official and an auditor at 
headquarters of the bureau here 
and two revenue agents attached 
to the Nw Yeork office of the Bu- 
reau are said to be implicated. The 
official and auditor were dismissedg 
quietly several weeks ago on eom- 
pletion of a preliminary inquiry 
and the agents probably will be 
dropped shortly, it was said. 

The high-ranking official is said 
to have been in a position to pass 
on tax cases in which legal pro- 
ceedings were contemplated.

The information came from Paul 
White, Harrisburg bus driver, who, 
after viewing the three bodies at 
the morgue, said he was certain 
they were those of the three chil- 
dren who accompanied a woman 
from New York to Harrisburg in 
his bus last Wednesday. 

The party had tickets from Bos- 
ton, he said, and the woman, who 
seemed ‘very tired,” led the group 
from the bus at the State Capital. 

Before going into the morgue, 
White said, he had described the 
children to authorities, even to a 
hole in the coat of the youngest, 
estimated to be about 7 years old. 
This one he remembered partic- 
ularly because he had helped her 
on and off the bus. He said she 
was called Jenny. 

The other victims were about 10 
and 16 years old. Authorities said 
they thought all were sisters. 

On the four-hour trip from New 
York to Harrisburg, White said, 
the woman never left the bus. She 
was about 35 years old, with chest- 
nut hair, and “commonly dressed.” 

Red Dress Possible Clew. 

White’s story that the woman was 
clothed in a red dress and a brown 
coat causéd authorities to make a 
check of clothing worn by a woman 
found shot to death with a man a 
a shack at Duncansville Saturday. 

This woman had on a red wool- 
en skirt, which was taken to State 
Police Headquarters at Harrisburg, 
where it is being examined closely 
for comparison with a white wool- 
en, red-striped jacket, found in a 
suitcase which was picked up two 
miles from the place where the 
bodies of the children were discov- 
ered.

Secretary Who Got Package 
Purported to Contain Dia- 
monds Is Sought.

COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 26. — The 
body of a murdered man, found in 
a barrel in Cincinnati, was identi- 
fied here today as that of Alvin 
Brunner, a jewelry auctioneer of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Police are seeking 


Brunner’s secretary to whom a Co- 
lumbus jeweler said he had given a 
package which Brunner had assert- 
ed contained $20,000 in diamonds. 

Evidence found by Columbus and 
Cincinnati police indicated Brun- 
ner was killed in Columbus, and his 
nude body transported, wedged in 
the barrel, to a private garage in 
Cincinnati where it was found yes- 
terday. 

Police were aided in identifying 
the victim by Reinhard Merz, the 
Columbus jeweler who told about 
the diamonds. 

Jeweler’s Story. 

Merz said Brunner and his secre- 
tary first came to nim last Thurs- 
day and asked him to conduct a 
jewelry _ sal. Detective Chief 
Ebright said Merz told him he had 
given the pair a-bed in the store, 
where they stayed until Saturday. 
Merz said he saw Brunner the last 
time that day, but Sunday, on tele- 
graphic instructions fro mBrunner, 
who had gone to Dayton, he hand- 
ed the package Brunner had said 
contained the diamonds to the sec- 
retary, who was to have taken 
them to Brunner at Dayton. 

Merz said he had heard the two 
men make sharp remarks to each 
other, but at no time had there been 
a serious quarrel. 

After Merz gave the secretary the 
package he accompanied him to an 
interurban depot, but did not see 
him after that, he said. The jewel- 
er said, however, that other persons 
had told him the secretary was in 
a restaurant here after the time he 
supposedly went to Dayton. 

Bloodstains in Store. 

Whean he reached his store to- 

day, Merz said, he discovered that 
a pillow, a pillow slip, a bed sheet 
and his revolver were missing.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Unit- 
ed States representatives have just 
won an important victory in their 
attempt to reopen suits totaling 


$48,000,000 against Germany for the 
Black Tom and Kingsland war-time 
explosions. 

The case once has been decided 
against the United States. Ameri- 
cans, however, sought a rehearing, 
saying they had new evidence. The 
German answer to that was a mo- 
tion which would have compelled 
Americans to disclose their new evi- 
dence before the rehearing was or- 
dered. 

Owen J. Roberts, Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court sitting 
as umpire in the case, has denied 
the German motion, ruling formal- 
ly: 

“Tf the German agent’s motion be 
considered a demand that the

NEW ARCHEOLOGICAL 
FINDS IN IRELAND 


Harvard Investigators Con- 
clude Island Was Unin- 
habited in Ice Age. 


By the Associated Press. 3 
DUBLIN, Nov. 26.—Excavations 
made by Harard Universityv arche- 
ologists have led them to the con- 
clusion that Ireland was uninhabit- 
ed during the Ice Age, contrary to 
previous beliefs. Evidence has been 
found in abundance, however, that 


it was occupied in the Stone Age, 
about 6000 years ago. 

Excavations in Glenarm, County 
Antrim, revealed it was occupied at 
two separate times. Beginning 
about 4000 B. C., the coast gradually 
rose so that the original beach was 
left some distance inland. Over a 
ton of flint tools were found. 


An excavation at Cushendon dis- 
closed the key of the chronology of 
the entire Irish Stone Age as far as 
at present known. Prof. Jessen of 
Copenhagen, who examined the 
Cushendon site, declared it was one 
of the most important examples in 
Western Europe of the geology of 
the times succeeding the Ice Age. 

A primitive bronze ax of, roughly, 
1500 B. C., and a number of flint 
tools were found at Carrowlisdouan, 
in County Mayo. A Bronze Age bur- 
ial mound was excavated at Porle- 
whack in County Clare, where the 
remains of four skeletons in two 
coffin-like boxes of limestone slabs 


covered. 

At Cahercommaun, near Carran, 
County Claire, the site of a stone 
fort similar to the famous ones in 
the Aran Islands, was found, and 
proved to date from about the sev- 
enth century. The living quarters 
and an area intended for 
were revealed.

NAZIS CHECK PROFITEERING 
IN MEMORIAL WREATHS 


All Parties Observe Decoration 
Day; Minister of Propaganda 
Attends Labor Service.

BERLIN, Nov. 26.—Germany’s 
Memorial day — Tottensonntag — 
brought a lull to the conflict in 
the Protestant church yesterday. 

All parties were engaged in deco- 
rating the graves of their particu- 
lar heroes—with Nazi price control 
inspectors on guard against profi- 
teering in wreaths. 

In Unter den Linden, the ceno- 
taph was crowded, while in another 
part of the city Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
and other party notable attended 
@ labor service. 

The Confessional Synod presi- 
dent, Karl Koch, reoccupied his 
consistory building at Meynhausen, 
apparently without much Nazi re- 
sistance. 

Paul Orlowski of the Germanic 
Faith movement, was arrested at 
Kiel at the instance of church au- 
thorities for saying in a _ public 
speech: “Christianity, capitalism 
Bolshevism all are rooted in Jew- 
dom and Christianity is nothing 
more than a Jewish inferiority com- 
plex.” 

Nine members of the sect, “Je- 
hovah’s Witnesses,” an offshoot of 
the forbidden “Bible Researchers,”’ 
were sentenced to three months 
each in jai] at Halle charged with 
“activities against the state.” 


GERMAN UNIVERSITY AT PRAGUE 
GIVES UP ITS ANCIENT INSIGNIA 


Complies With Government Order 
to Turn Over Symbols to 
Czech School, 

By the Associated Press. 

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, Nov. 
26.—The students of the German 
University today relinquished the 
ancient university insignia of a 
scepter, seal and chain of office to 
the Ministry of Culture for delivery 
to the Czech University. 

The two universaties were found- 
ed as one in 1348, but were divided 
in 1920, the German section keep- 
ing the symbols of authority. Dis- 
orders resulted when the Govern- 
ment ordered the symbols turned 
over to the Czech University. 

Several persons were injured in 
a clash between students of the 
universities Saturday. Today 6000 
Czech students gathered in a pro- 
test meeting, but no disorder re- 
sulted. Three Communist students 
who attempted to excite a new 
demonstration were ejected by po- 
lice. The German University was 
closed because no one appeared 
there this morning, and the police 
locked the doors. Since the winter 
holidays begin Dec. 21, it is unlike- 
ly that it will reopen until after 
Christmas. 

The police prohibited all demon- 
strations, posted reinforcements in 
various parts of the city and arrest- 
ed 67 students. Date of the inaug- 
uration as president of Prof. 
Drachnovsky, who led the Czech 
students in the fighting Saturday, 
has not been set. 


FORMER COUNTESS CATHCART 
SUING HER THIRD HUSBAND 


Lady Vera Hodge, Who Was Once 
Barred From United States, 
Seeks Divorce. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 26.—A _ petition 
for divorce by Lady Vera Hodge, 
who as Vera, Countess Cathcart, 
was once barred from the United 
States on the ground of “moral 
turpitude,” was entered in the court 
calendar today for hearing tomor- 
row before Sir Boyd Merriman and 
a special jury. 

Lady Vera is asking for divorce 
from Sir Rowland Hodge, 75-year- 
old millionaire, aand Tyneside ship- 
owner, who became her third hus- 
band, Sept. 30, 1930. He is expect- 
ed to contest the action. 


Lady Vera first was Mrs. De 
Grey Warter. Her next husband 
was the Earl of Cathcart. They 
were divorced Feb. 24, 1922, the 
Earl naming the Earl of Craven as 
co-respondent. When she came to 
New York, Feb. 9, 1926, she was de- 
tained at Ellis Island, but later ad- 
mitted long enough to produce a 
play which she wrote called “Ashes 


of Love.” 


SERBIAN AUTHOR FOUND DEAD 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—Woisley Pe- 
trovitch, Serbian author who had 
been warned by police to leave En- 
gland because of threats against his 
life, was found dead in his apart- 
ment yesterday. His room was filled 
with gas. 

Petrovitch, who once was a sub- 
secretary of education for the Yugo- 
slavian Government, had asked 
Scotland Yard _ for _ protection. 
Friends said he had been despond- 
ent since a telephone call a month 
ago in which another Serb threat- 
ened him. The Daily Mail said 
Petrovitch held determined political 
views and was not in sympathy 
with the present Yugoslavian Gov- 


ernment,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26. — The 
success of privately owned elec- 
tric power and gas utilities in get- 


ting their propaganda widely ac- 
cepted in schools and among edu- 
cators is related in the third re- 
port of the Federal Trade Commis- 
Sion to the Senate, made public 
today. 

The latest installment, entitled 
“Educators and Schools,” is a re- 
capitulation of the evidence  un- 
earthed by the commission in its 
six-year investigation of the public 
utility industry’s propaganda cam- 
paigns. Previous reports have told 
about the objectives of these cam- 
paigns and the methods used to 
get the good will of the public 
press, 

In its campaign in the schools 
and among educators, the so-called 
“Power Trust,” the report said, at- 
tempted to impress the following 
ideas: (1) That watered stock did 
not affect the rates paid by the 
consumers; (2) that -public utili- 
ties are already properly and thor- 
oughly regulated, and (3) that the 
power industry was owned by the 
public through “customer owner- 
ship.” 

What Was Omitted. 

On the last point, the report said, 
the propaganda omitted to mention 
that rarely did the stock sold to 
customers carry any voting rights 
or that there was any such alterna- 
tive to private ownership as mu- 
nicipal or public ownership of 
utilities. 

The campaign in the schools and 
universities, the report continued, 
was carefully planned and organ- 
ized and received the active inter- 
est of many of the biggest men in 
the industry, including John  F. 
Gilchrist, Samuel Insull and Martin 
J. Insull of the Commonwealth Ed- 
ison Co.; Matthew S. Sloan of the 
Brooklyn Edison Co.; Henry L. Do- 
herty of Cities Service Co.; H. C. 
Abel of the Electric Bond and 
Share Co., and Owen D. Young of 
the General Electric Co. 


With the report, the commission 
filed a list of contributions amount- 
ing to $1,312,264 made by the util- 
ity interests, either through na- 
tional associations, their subordi- 
nate groups or state organizations. 
Included in this total was $500,000 
set aside by the National Electric 
Light Association to finance a 
“national home lighting contest; 
$454,365 for payments to education- 
al institutions, with some of the 
country’s most famous universities 
as beneficiaries; $84,754 for fellow- 
ships and scholarships; $93,541, to 
members of teaching faculties for 
services, $114,960 for travel ex- 
penses; $93,105 for pamphlets; $10,- 
281 for books and $53,797 listed as 
“payments for educational pur- 
poses.” 

Doesn’t Include All Expenditures. 

Commenting on these expendi- 
tures, the commission said the 
record of the investigation, testi- 
mony and exhibits indicates that 
expenditures were in excess of 
those incorporated in this compila- 
tion. Since the information re- 
garding such additional expend- 
tures is incomplete and indefinite 
in amount, only such figures are 
used herein as are definitely set 
forth in the record.” 

In its general statement on to- 
day’s installment, the commission 
said that in addition to the press, 
the educators and their students 
composed a great opinion-forming 
body of the country. 

“The record in this investigation,” 
the commission said, “discloses that 
the framers of the good will cam- 
paign for the utility industries 
clearly understood the importance of 
this factor in shaping opinion, and 
carefully and comprehensively plan- 
ned to make the most of it. The 
utility program for educators and 
schools from kindergarten to uni- 
versity was designed to mold the 
thoughts and beliefs of the present 
and future generations in conform- 
ity with the utility interests. It 
was stated that the ‘privately owned 
public utilities are getting at the 
very fundamentals of public under- 
standing and good will—the pupils 
in the schools’ who go ‘to all parts 
of the State and become leaders in 
their respective communities,’ where 
they are to be the next voters. Since 
students carry information home to 
their parents, the school teaching ig 
not confined to the pupils, but ac- 
tually extends ‘from the cradle to 
the grave,’ as the boast was made. 
Through the children the utilities 
build for the future while at the 
same time they influence the think- 
ing of the parents.” 

“As the Twig Is Bent.” 

The report told how the American 
Gas Association formed a “Twig 
Committee” to carry on propaganda 
in schools and colleges. W. G. Grif- 
fin, chairman of the committee, 
said he selected the botanical name 
because “As the twig is bent, the 
bough is inclined.” He further ex- 
plained to his colleagues that the 
committee's job was “to get in touch 
with the boys in various schools 
and colleges and give them a fore- 
taste of the policies and ambitions 
of the gas industry,” so that when

ROME, Nov. 26.—Italy today put 
another obstacle in the way of 
Yugoslavia’s plan of investigation 


of the plot which resulted in the 
assassination of King Alexander at 
Marseilles, France, last month, by 
refusing France’s demand for the 
extraditic: of two alleged prin- 
cipals. 

The Court of Appeal. at Turin 
ruled against France’s request for 
Dr. Ante Pavelich, alleged terror» 
ist leader, and his supposed assist~ 
ant, Egon Kvaternik. Both have 
been under arrest in Italy since 
shortly after the murder of Alex- 
ander and Louis Barthou, the late 
Foreign Minister of France. A 
three-line communique issued this 
afternoon announced that the 
Court of Appeals had decided the 
extradition “must not be conceded 
to France.” 

Decision Was Expected. 

On Saturday, Italy demanded 
flatly that the League of Nations 
Council immediately hear Yugo- 
slavia’s charges that the Marseilles 
assassinations were plotted in Hun- 
gary, and an Italian Government 
spokesman said Italy and Hun- 


in presenting a united front at 
Geneva when Yugoslavia’s charge 
is heard. 

France, acting on the urgent sug- 
gestion of Yugoslavia, demanded 
the extradition of Pavelich on the 
ground that several alleged accom- 
plices arrested in France named 
him as their leader. He was the 
acknowledged head of the Ustachi, 
a Croatian organization whose aim 
is the liberating of Croatia from 
Yugoslav control. 

That France’s demand would be

A Deadly Philosophy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE controversy which has been car- 
+ ried on recently in the Post-Dispatch 
correspondence column with regard to the 
relative merits of German Nazi-ism is 
doubly distressing. It is sad to find that 
there are those in America who can find 
it possible to defend Nazi-ism; it is tragic 
that its active opponents cannot find bet- 
ter arguments to support their stand. 

If the question at stake were only that 
of the atrocities which have been univer- 
sally reported from Germany since the 
rise of Hitler, one might deplore them a3 
unworthy of a civilized nation, but con- 
sider them to be the unavoidable excesses 
of a revolutionary party. The attempted 
suppression of the church by the state 
might be set down to the same cause, or 
the abominable history of the concentra- 
tion camps might be thought merely re- 
pression of potential enemies of the Nazi 


But these, and many other happenings 
which tourists in Germany do not hear 
of and cannot believe, because in modern 
Germany few Germans know of them, are 
not important in themselves, but only as 
the phenomena of a philosophy. Shillito, 
in his “Nationalism, Man’s Other Reli- 
gion,” has shown how nationalism is be- 
coming the mainspring of our living. The 
Great War gave us a foretaste of what 
we may expect if this movement is al- 
lowed to go on unchecked; Mussolini’s 
Italy was a further warning. It remained 
for Hitler’s Nazis, with deadly German 
logic, to carry the cult of nationalism to 
its final blossom, where, fructified by an 
insane cult of race, with complete disre- 
gard of known biological and ethnological 
truth, it has borne its deadly fruit of 
atrocity by the hundredfold. 

It is this deadly philosophy which men- 
aces us, because even if the Nazis wished 
to confine it to Germany, they could not 
do so. The seeds of it are being actively 
spread in Great Britain by that prince 
of turncoats, Oswald Mosley. Even the 
United States is not exempt from the poi- 
sonous propaganda of race hatred and 
jingoistic buncombe which has poured out 
of Nazi Germany. Most of the literature 
coming out of Germany today is a com- 
pound of anti-Semitism, biological non- 
sense, sun worship and pseudo-astrology, 
with a sauce of uncurbed nationalism. 
This is the thing we are fighting; not the 
excesses of a revolutionary party, but a 
dangerous and lying philosophy which re- 
presses every decent human activity.

Reorganization of Missouri’s Government. 
Tu the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


SE power of the League of Women 
Voters read with interest your edi- 
torial of Nov. 22, “Missouri and Iowa: A 
Contrast.” The league applauds the edi- 
torial and echoes the sentiment that Mis- 
souri needs to do what Iowa is doing. 
The league has had on its legislative pro- 
gram ever since 1928 “Reorganization of 
the State Government,” and has attempt- 
ed to bring before the voters the neces- 
sity of & survey to study the problem 
presented by the administrative branch 
of the State Government, which is now 
represented in approximately 200 boards 
and commissions. 

At the last session of the Legislature, 
through the efforts of the Missouri 
League of Women Voters, Speaker Mere- 
dith requested McMillan Lewis to intro- 
duce a bill in the House of Representa- 
tives providing for a commission to sur- 
vey the administrative branch of the 
State Government. The Dill failed of 
passage. If it had been enacted into law, 
we should be ready at this time to do 
what Iowa is doing, and what New Hamp- 
shire, Virginia and other states have 
done to improve the “antiquated, unsci- 
entific structure of government in this 
State.” 

The Missouri League of Women Voters 
has on its active program for the com- 
ing legislative session “Reorganization of 
State and local governments to promote 
efficiency and constructive economy,” 
and will join forces with all others in- 
terested in this needed reform.

WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

If ever there was an indictment of the looseness of 
] our legislative system, it is the virtual impossibility 
of knowing what Missouri did when the State voted, 
Nov. 6, to amend Section 22 of the State Constitu- 
tion. 
The official canvass shows that Proposition No. 2, 
involving the election of Aldermen in St. Louis, was 


But we can be certain of only one thing in this con- 
nection—that we have amended the State Constitu- 
tion. How we amended it, what remains to be done 
and what eventually will come of it, no one knows 
at this time. From all present appearances, the ques- 
tion will go the courts, with the Missouri Supreme 
Court probably being called on to make the final 
interpretation. The basic question is whether the 
amendment of itself provides for the election of 
Aldermen by wards or merely permits the city to 
take steps to that end. 

There is no way of knowing what the voters 
thought they were voting on. Some doubtless 
thought they were voting outright for the election 
of Aldermen by wards henceforth. Others were un- 
questionably under the impression that they were 
voting to amend the State Constitution so as to 
authorize a change if the citizens of St. Louis ap- 
proved it later on. In the city, many voters marked 
their ballots as instructed by political workers. Out 
in the State, thousands doubtless voted Yes on the 
theory that the question did not concern them and 
that St. Louis must want a change or it would not 
be proposed on the ballot. 

Before the election, City Counselor Hay took the 
position that the amendment amounted only to an 
enabling act. Now he says he is in doubt and needs 
time for further study. It is regrettable that Mr. 
Hay did not arrive at a matured conclusion before 
the election. His uncertainty, however, is understand- 
able. The amendment changes “at least one house of 
legislation to be elected by genéral ticket” to read 
“for house or houses of legislation to be elected by 
general ticket or by wards.” The City Charter 
says that “whenever the Constitution and laws of 
the State permit, each Alderman shall be elected only 
by the voters of the ward from which he is elected.” 
The policy of the State Supreme Court has been 
against “when, if and as” legislation. Only puzzle- 
ment can come from trying to fit these considera- 
tions together. 

A point to bear in mind is that the amendment 
raises not only the question of electing Aldermen by 
wards but also the question whether there shall 
be more than one house of legislation. Since the 
amendment obviously does not give specific instruc- 
tions on the latter point, thereby making a referen- 
dum necessary if there is to be a change in this 
connection, it may well be held that a clear-cut 
choice on the method of electing Aldermen must also 
be offered the voters if adoption of the election-by- 
.wards plan is contemplated. 

At all events, the situation is an illuminating 
commentary on the capacity of the people of Missouri 
to govern themselves, or rather on the attempts at 
government by their elected representatives. It is 
absurd that the residents of Cape Girardeau and 
Carthage and Columbia should be called upon to pass 
on the method of electing Aldermen in St. Louis. 
It is deplorable that the State Legislature should 
have submitted a proposition so clouded with ambi- 
guity as the one in question. 

The conclusions of British observers of American 
political institutions are not to be wondered at. 
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A WINNER AT COLUMBIA, MO. 

In the 30 years Columbia, Mo., has operated its 
own water and light plant, the electric rate has been 
reduced six times, the latest reduction bringing the 
rate from 6 to 5 cents a kilowatt hour for the first 
60 hours, and on all power in excess, from 3% to 3 
cents. The plant furnishes street lighting, relieving 
taxpayers of a burden of more than $17,000 for 
this service, and maintains 394 plugs for protec- 
tion against fire and the flushing of streets and 
sewers. Out of the surplus from the plant, the 
city has spent more than $470,000 for public pur- 
poses in the last two years. 

Columbia has refused to be tempted by an offer 
of $1,000,000 for the plant by private power interests. 
The city of the battered Missouri Tigers may not 
be able to produce a winning football team. but it 
knows a good financial proposition when it sees one. 
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NOTES ON THE TOWNSEND PLAN. 
Every time one walks around the block these 
days, climbs a flight of stairs, opens his mail or 
answers the telephone, he is in danger of finding 
the Townsend plan in his hair. If prosperity is not 
just around the corner, any corner, a Townsendite 
is. The single-taxers used to be ubiquitous, but they 
have a few things to learn from the followers of Dr. 
Townsend, The latter are flooding the mails, the 
radio and the telegraph wires with propaganda, and 
every time there is a lull in the conversation, one 
of them steps forward with a few well-chosen words 
on his favorite subject. 
In order to obtain that $200 a month promised 
by the Townsendites when their millennium is ush- 
ered in, one must be over 60; he must not be a/ 
habitual criminal (though a single regretted mur- 
der or a lone misguided act of safe-blowing would 
not bar a persofi); he must promise to spend the 
$200 within 30 days of receiving it. There is but 
one further stipulation, namely, that the pensioners 
“engage in no further labor, business or profession 
for gain.” Since this phrase does not seem to 
preclude coupon-clipping, John D. Rockefeller would 
certainly be eligible, and possibly Andrew Mellon, 
Charles M. Schwab and a good many other well- 
known citizens now retired from active work for 
gain.

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TO MAKE A COMMUNIST HOLIDAY. 

Usually, in a criminal proceeding, the only issue 
is whether the defendant is innocent or gvilty. In 
the famous Scottsboro case, this issue is obscured, 
indeed almost obliterated, by the activities of the 
International Labor Defense, a Communist organiza- 
tion. The I. L. D. took over the case in 1931, at 
the close of the first trial, and ever since has played 
ducks and drakes with the fate of the ignorant 
Negro boys involved, for the purpose of stirring 
up class war in the South and advancing the Com- 
munist cause. 

Presumably, it would best serve the interests of 
I. L. D. if, in the end, the boys were electrocuted 
and the Communists thus were provided: with a 
set of martyrs. And unless the Negroes are rescued 
without further ado from their “friends,” this is 
exactly what is likely to happen. At the present 
time, a writ of certiorari is pending in the Supreme 
Court of the United States on behalf of one of the 
defendants, Clarence Norris. The writ was filed 
by two attorneys appointed by the I. L. D. However, 
Samuel Leibowitz, who defended Norris at his second 
trial at the behest of the I. L. D., claims to be 
authorized to continue as the youth’s lawyer without 
further participation by the Communists. 

Leibowitz, incidentally, is reported to have re- 
ceived not a cent for his services, although’ the 
Communists have collected hundreds of thousands 
of dollars for the defense fund. 

What use has been made of the Aoney is in- 
dicated by the fact that propaganda in the form 
of speeches, pamphlets, etc., has been broadcast not 
only throughout the United States, but the world. 
In Russia, for instance, the propaganda has been 
so successful as to spread the illusion that the 
Scottsboro case is one of the most burning issues 
of the day in the United States. 

The propaganda methods of the I. L. D. have been 
unbelievably crude. We need cite only the fact that 
the Supreme Court of the United States has been 
bombarded with postcards “demanding” the release 
of the defendants. 

Long ago, this grisly business of gambling with 
human lives to make political capital should have 
ceased. Certainly, in the remaining litigation, the 
defendants should be provided with counsel who 
would represent them and not a political cause.

MODERN GERMAN FAIRY TALE. 

Once upon a time, the tale runs, there was a lovely 
Princess named Germania. So beautiful was she that 
some evil foreign fairies became jealous and wove 
a spell that cast her into a deep sleep. Several noble 
Princes, including one named Luther and another 
named Bismarck, tried to rouse the sleeping beauty, 
but in vain. Her friends and family were in despair, 
fearing the Princess’ sleep was to be eternal. Then. 
in the very nick of time, arrived the noblest Prince 
of them all (his name, by the way, was Adolf Hitler). 
He kissed the pallid Princess, she revived at once. 
and since that day has been wide awake, in the best 
of health and more beautiful than ever before. 

This is not the forced humor of a critic attempt- 
ing to satirize the Nazis’ conversion of all the prod- 
ucts of literature, scholarship and science into propa- 
ganda for their cause. It is the new authorized ver- 
sion of an ancient fairy tale, to be taught henceforth 
to German children, as presented in a recent issue 
of a German teachers’ gazette. Other fairy tales 
that have gone under the swastika emblem are “Red 
Riding Hood” and “Cinderella,” with Hitler playing 
the hero’s role in each. This seems to leave a tie 
between Mussolini’s military registration of male 
children at birth and Hitler’s capture of fairyland. 
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AN OPPORTUNITY TO SERVE THE PUBLIC. 

There is every reason to believe that the Missouri 
Supreme Court acted wisely when it named four 
members of the present Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association as members of the Discipli- 
nary Committee charged with enforcing the legal 
practice rules of the Supreme Court in St. Louis. 
Members of the present Grievance Committee are 
not only familiar with the work of investigation and 
prosecution in the cases of unethical lawyers; they 
have worked with a group which has made a fine 
record in obtaining the disbarment of such lawyers 
from the right to practice. Above all else, the new 
disciplinary committees need to believe in purging 
the bar of its unsocial members. Only if they do 
will they be vigilant and persevering in their duties. 
With its very limited power and in face of numerous 
handicaps, the local Grievance Committee has been 
both vigilant and persevering, as its record for the 
past several years amply demonstrates. 
Messrs. Liberman, Sibley, Hagee and Cook. mem- 
bers of the new Disciplinary Committee for this ju- 
dicial circuit, enjoy an opportunity to serve their 
profession, and therefore society, to a much greater 
extent than they had as members of the Bar Asso- 
ciation Grievance Committee. 
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A PURE INFLATIONIST. 

We do not even know our hero’s name. He is de- 
scribed in dispatches merely as a Newton County 
(Tex.) Negro, as though such a person does not de- 
serve to be lifted from anonymity. Anyway, he had 
evidently been reading about some rugged indi- 
vidualist who had run a shoestring into a million 
dollars. It seemed a sensible idea. So, with a few 
dabs of green paint, he touched up a $1 bill to 
make it read $1,000,000. Then he took it to the 
bank, saying he wished to deposit all but $200, which 
chicken feed he wanted for his immediate needs. 
The Texans are going to try him for lunacy, and 
we hope some bright young lawyer will seize the 
chance to star in the defense. He could represent 
his client as a disciple of John Maynard Keynes, 
David Cushman Coyle or any of the other economists 
known as “spenders.” He could thunder forth in 
his client’s defense all the arguments for inflation, 
pointing out that to change a $1 dill into a $1,000,000 
bill is perhaps the classic single instance of it in all 
recorded history. But no. In our society, for those

ing our attention upon details of issues, 

parties and personalities in the recent 
election, we are apt to miss its principal 
significance. 

We always have to vote for persons, Oc- 
casionally for specific proposals and almost 
always by parties. As a rule, our choice 
reflects limited ‘objectives,’ so to speak, 
but at times the emotions which determine 
choice concern issues more fundamental 
than parties, persons or localities. Such a 
time is the present. 

This writer will venture to assert that 
the voting returns of Nov. 6 are essentially 
an American expression of that world-wide 
movement which Ortega has called “The 
Revolt of the Masses,” and is the outstand- 
ing poiitico-social feature of the times in 
which we live. It is also the most important 
fact to bear in mind in attempting to fore- 
cast the future of the world. 

We talk loosely of “right” and “left” poli- 
cies, tendencies and persons. The mass 
movement is in general and in particular 
a movement to the “left,” and is in progress 
in almost every country. Particularly is this 
true of European countries (Germany and 
Italy excepted for the time being), and 
notably true in Great Britain and France, 
threatening in the later country something 
like civil warfare, and in the former writing 
clearly on the wall the doom of the present 


Conservative Government. 
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| T seems to this writer that in concentrat- 


Historically regarded, it is merely’ the 
second phase of the French Revolution 
working itself out in each country according 
to the particular conditions and mores in 
each. In Europe, it is a “proletarian” move- 
ment because in Europe the “mass” has 
adapted a “prolttarian’”’ consciousness; in 
this country it is not—as yet—“proletarian” 
because our people have not—as yet—so re- 
garded themselves. 

But everywhere the movement is the same 
in character, a revolt of the “many” against 
the “few,” of the “have-nots” against the 
“haves,” of the “unprivileged” against the 
“privileged”—a revolt against the “power” of 
“wealth,” but, more than that, a revolt, as 
Ortega puts it, of the “majority” against the 
“minority.” It was inevitable that the 
equalization of political power, the first 
phase of the French Revolution, should lead 
to a demand for equalization of wealth as 
the second phase. 

It is that demand which is common to all 
countries. In Italy, it has been smothered 
—for the time being—by an extraordinary 
personality who has had the genius to canal- 
ize the emotion into another channel, the 
corporate state. In Germany, it has been 
diverted—-for the time being—by another ex- 
traordinary personality, incarnating what is 
essentially a mass war psychology, aided by 
the unprecedented stupidity of the Allied 
statesmen of the last 20 years. But every- 
where else in Europe, the economic phase 
of the revolution is visibly under way, and 
it is under way here. 

Revolutions cannot be reversed nor can 
they be stopped; they must run their course, 
and this one will run its course to its ap-

Former Tuscan Lodge and Scottish

TALKS ON DR. ELIOT 


100th Anniversary Observance 
by Church of Messiah Ends 
Tonight. 


A dinner this evening at the 
Church of the Messiah, Union 
boulevard and Enright avenue, will 
conclude the exercises in honor of 
the 100th anniversary of this, the 


first Unitarian congregation in St. 
Louis. 

In a special program of addresses 
at the church last night, Chancellor 
George R. Throop of ashington 
University took a leading part, and 
spoke of the work of the Rev. Dr. 
William Greenleaf Eliot, founder 
both of the church and of the uni- 


versity. 
Describing Dr. Eliot as “a con- 
servative radical,” Chancellor 


Throop told of his 39year pastor- 
ate, from 1834 to 1873, and of his 
work in founding Eliot Seminary, 
which became Washington Univer- 
sity. He was also one of the foun- 
ders of the Boys’ Industrial School, 
founder of the Academy of Science, 
and a leading worker for the estab- 
lishment of the city’s free school 
system. 

Dr. Throop told of the insistence 
of Dr. Eliot that the institution 
should be non-sectarian, an unusual 
position at that time. “From. the 
fact that the first board was com- 
posed entirely of members of Dr. 
Eliot’s church,” he said, “has arisen 
the belief, often still heard and 
credited, that Washington Univer- 
sity was Unitarian in its inception, 
and still is or once was allied in 
some way to the Unitarian church. 
These beliefs are entirely fallacious, 
though the indebtedness of the uni- 
versity for material support to the 
Church of the Messiah may well be 
seen, from a statement of Dr. Eliot 
in 1864, that of $478,000 thus far con- 
tributed to Washington University, 
four-fifths had come from his own 
congregation.” 

The Rev. Dr. Louis C. Cornish of 
Boston, president of the American 
Unitarian Association, and the Rev. 
Dr. Sydney Bruce Snow of Chicago, 
president of the Meadville Theolog- 
ical School, were speakers. Dr. 
Cornish told of the contributions of 
Unitarian churches to religious lib- 
eralism and tolerance. Dr. Snow 
said the need for this service by 
the Unitarian and other liberal 
churches still existed, and he termed 
the present a discouraging time for 
liberals, saying the tendency, 
politics and religion was one of 
“turning back to authority.” 

At the morning service, both the 
pastor, the Rev. Walter Samuel 
Swisher, and the Rev. Dr. George 
R. Dodson of the Church of the 
Unity, spoke. The congregation of 
Dr. Dodson’'s church joined in the 
centenary services.

A. Brunk, building contractor here 
for 17 years, who was a member of 
the Missouri Legislature from St, 
Louis for 16 years, died today, after 
an illness of five weeks. He was 
71 years old. 


Mr. Brunk, who erected Moolah 
Temple and several public schools 
here, was at one time Chief Build- 
ing Inspector for the city. For 
four years he was a State Repre- 
sentative from St. Louis and for 
12 years thereafter State Senator 
from the Thirty-fourth District.

BE NAMED TODAY 
TO COMPETE IN 
ROSE BOWL GAME

PASADENA, Cal. Nov. 26.— 

Football guessers, who felt certain 
Stanford would be selected by the 
Pacific Coast Conference today to 
represent the West in the Rose 
Bowl classic turned their feverish 
activities to the absorbing prob- 
lem of picking an opponent for 
the unbeaten Red Shirted horde 
of Palo Alto. 
Alabama, thrice a successful visi- 
tor here, was the peoples’ choice 
although selections in recent years 
in a degree belied the hope that 
anyone would listen to their voices 
in the matter. 

In fact, if Stanford were select- 
ed, evidence pointed to the possib- 
ility of three Eastern teams, all 
of them beaten, holding an equal 
chance with the undefeated South- 
ern team.

their judgment” in cases “where 
our interests are at stake.” 

As far back as 1921, the report 
said, Samuel Ingull, at a meeting of 
the Publ:c Policy Committee of the 
N. E. L. A. “spoke emphatically of 
the great need of a campaign of 
education in the colleges and other 
institutions of learning.” The next 
year the N. E, L, A. appointed a 
new committee “to bring about a 
closer understanding and better 
methods of education with refer- 
ence to public utilities in the higher 
institutions of learning. 

“This committee,” the report said, 

“composed of three utility men and 
four professors, planned an educa- 
tional campaign and was known as 
the Committee on Co-operation 
With Educational Institutions. Its 
formation apparently was the out- 
come of the suggestion of Samuel 
Insull. Martin J. Insull, his broth- 
er, was chairman of the Public Pol- 
icy Committee at that time.” 


“From Matthew §&. Sloan. 

In a summary of the school and 
college activities, the commission 
quoted from a statement made in 
1905 by Matthew S. Sloan, now 
chairman of the board of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas & Texas Railroad. 

“It is perhaps impossible,” said 
Sloan, “to make our public rela- 
tions work so inclusive that it will 
stretch from the cradle to the 
grave, but we can at least begin 
early with it and there is particu- 
lar need for furnishing correct in- 
formation about our industry in the 
schools. School books in wide use 
over the country have recently been 
analyzed. Many of them contain 
startling misstatements about pub- 
lic utilities. It is high time 
to be busy in furnishing correct in- 
formation to the pupils in our 
schools wherever and whenever it 
can properly be done.” 

The commission said that the 
utility industry was well aware 
that its campaign bordered on, if 
it did not include, the actual dis- 
semination of propaganda in the 
schools. The report quoted John 
C. Mellett, director of the Indiana 
Public Utility Information Commit- 
tee, to the effect that “propagan- 
dists should be careful about rush- 
ing in where angels fear to tread.” 
John C. Parker, chairman of the 
N. E. L. A. Committee on Educa- 
tional Institutions, told a conven- 
tion that his committee was giv-

Selling the 'Tdea. 

The report said that apparently 
in order that the “idea” might be 
“sold to the college professors,” & 
plan was started whereby college 
instructors were able to earn mon- 
ey from the utilities, directly or in- 
directly, through salaried employ- 
ment, whole or in part; profession- 
al employment, fellowships, spe- 
cial studies, addresses and attend- 
ance at utility meetings and the 
preparation or supervision of books 
and textbooks. 

Among the teachers shown by 
the report to have received com- 
pensation from the utilities for one 
service or another were’ Dr, Hugh 
M. Bain, professor of journalism, 
Tulane University; James S. Thom- 
as, director of the University of 
Alabama general extension depart- 
ment: Prof. Theodore J. Grayson of 
the Wharton School of Finance, 
University of Pennsylvania; Dean 
John T. Madden, School of Com- 
merce, New York University; Prof. 
W. C. DuVall, University of Colo- 
rado; Dr. H. M. Diamond, Lehigh 
University; Dean Ralph E. Heil- 
man, School of Commerce, North- 
western University, and Dean C. O. 
Ruggles, Ohio State University. 

“Fitting Him for His Work.” 

The report said that the Rocky 
Mountain Committee on Informa- 
tion secured the establishment of a 
fellowship in the University of 
Colorado, which was filled by Hu- 
bert P. Wolfe. The report charged 
that the committee took definite 
steps toward “imparting to Mr. 
Wolfe a practical utility viewpoint. 
assisting in fitting him for his 
work.” His activities, the report 
said, included a survey of all text- 
books in the Colorado high schools, 
assistance in the compilation of a 
series of more than 190 lessons, 
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Utilities Spent $1,312,264 
To Propagandize the Schools

port said that Wolfe did his work 
sO well that he received a letter 
from George E. Lewis, executive 
manager of the Rocky Mountain 
Committee, as follows:

000 and employed Dean C. O. Rug- 
gles of Ohio State University at 
$15,000 a year and-travel expenses. 
The report said that in addition to 
regional conferences which Dean 
Ruggles arranged with educators, 
he visited various individual insti- 
tutions and met with faculties. 
These institrtions included the Uni- 
versities of Missouri and Kansas 
and Iowa State College. 

The report said that the Georgia 
Railway & Power Co., at its own ex- 
pense prepared an instructor at the 
University of Georgia for teaching 
a public utility course and added 
that “though the utility industry 
assisted many members of the 
teaching fraternity in writing books 
and expended money generously 
among them in various ways, Ccau- 
tion was exereised to make sure 
that only those sympathetic with 
the viewpoint of the industry re- 
ceived these benefits, 

“Frank Approach.” 

The work of surveying and revis- 
ing textbooks, the report said,- took 
on extensive proportions, In 1923 
a survey was made of the text- 
books used in Illinois. As a result 
of this survey the report explained, 
“the industry came in contact with 
several professors who were pre- 
paring textbooks, and so it was

Dean Donham Says Gifts to Har- 
vard Were Not for Propaganda, 
By the Associated Press, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 26.— 
Dean Wallace B. Donham of the 
Harvard graduate school of busi- 
ness administration said last night 
the National Electric Light Asso- 
ciation had donated money to the 
schoo] for research work for some 
years and that representatives of 
the Federal Trade Commission had 
visited the school to investigate the 
donations. 

“It is absurd to suspect that there 
was any propoganda or subsidy at- 
tached to the donations,” Donham 
said. “When the Harvard business 
school started it lacked adequate 
funds for certain braches of busi- 
ness study and public utilities and 
other big industries appropriated 
money for research, 

“The donations made by the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association 
were for research, and not intended 
for propaganda in any sense of the 
word, We received money for some 
years, but stopped taking further

} able to distribute 5,000,000 pieces of 


donations some time ago. I don't 
recall the amounts or the exact 
years off hand. 

“There is nothing unusual about 
corporations donating funds for 
research to the Harvard Business 
School in’ common with other in- 
stitutions of learning.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 26.—More 
than 1500 engineer-trained inspec- 
tors now are watching the more 
than a billion dollars being spent 
on 4000 PWA public projects. They 
have the job of checking waste, in- 
efficiency and graft. 

There are 53 PWA _ inspectors 
watching construction of the Chi- 
cago Sanitary District’s $42,000,000 


worth of sewers. There are 10 each 
on New York’s Tri-borough bridge 
projects and the Midtown Hudson 
Tunnel, with more scheduled to be 
assigned as the work advances. 
Between 30 and 40 such watchers 
will be on the scene of the North 
Platte, Neb., hydro-electric develop- 
ment, which covers an area of 40 
miles. Other checkers engaged on 
such programs as the Philadelphia- 
Camden high-speed shuttle over the 
Delaware River bridge, the _ St. 
Paul-Minneapolis and Milwaukee 
sewage systems, the Eighth Ave- 
nue subway in New York, and the 
San Francisco waterworks, or Los 
Angeles school repair jobs. 
A huge map in the office of How- 
ard A. Gray, in charge of the in- 
spection division, shows where 
these jobs are going up, and a mul- 
titude of red dots on the maps 
show where PWA inspectors are 
checking every detail and every 
dollar.

pen. Or at least a part of the equip- 
ment of the plant's medical depart- 
ment. 

There is a difference of opinion 
as to whether operation should be 
performed in all cases or not. There 
are Many Cases on record in which 
a foreign body has been left in the 
eye, in which the vision is good.

And shall I still | 
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By Josephine Walter 


HE hillside home, which Mr. 
Hugo Graf has designed for this 
series on houses suited to the 
St. Louis locale, proves that a sim- 
ply designed dwelling, combined 
with an unusual building site, may 
produce a strikingly happy result. 
“A recent commission to design 
a building in California opened 


my eyes to the possibilities of the 
hillside building lot,” Mr. Graf 
stated. “So many people here feel 
that such properties are only suited 
to the rustic, rambling type of 
house, which is rather expensive to 
construct; whereas a conservatively 
designed dwelling is frequently en- 
hanced by such a location. St. Lou- 
isans should realize the excellent 
opportunities available in homesites 
overlooking such valleys as_ the 
Missouri, Mississippi and Meramec.’ 

So, in designing this house, the 
architect has selected a theoretical 
site overlooking a river or valley 
with the front facing north and 
with the desirable exposure on the 
south taking full advantage of the 
view. Thus, from the front, the 
house represents the more or less 
conventional eighteenth century 
American type, of painted brick 
with black slate roof, pierced by 
dormer windows; but the rear is 
devoted to a large living terrace, 
extending entirely across the back 
of the house. 

In constructing this terrace, Mr. 
Graf has not only artistically taken 
advantage of the view; but has also 
practically and economically util- 
ized the contours of the’ ground. 
Thus, the terrace itself, with its 
flagged floor and iron railings, 
gives a complete view of the valley 
below while the yYubble wall, sup- 
porting it, serves’ to house the ga- 
rage and heating plant. In this way, 
for economic reasons, the entire 
basement need not be excavated. 

The design of the interior, as well 
as that of the exterior, has been 
planned in relation to the beauty 
of the site. The front has been de- 
voted to the service parts of the 
house, the center hall being flanked 
by the lavatory to the right and 
the kitchen to the left. A small 
wing at the side houses the maid’s 
room and bath. 

In this way, it has been possible 
to devote the entire back of the 
house to one tremendous’ room, 
which serves as a combination liv- 
ing and dining room, Such a com- 
bination room is not only attractive 
from.a decorative stand-point; but 
also affords economy in construc- 
tion, which must be taken into con-

sideration, in building a dwelling 
not to exceed $12,000 in cost. 

The entire south wall of this room 
has been devoted to large case- 
ment windows with a glass door 
in the center leading onto the ter- 
race, In this way, the view of the 
valley below becomes an integral 
part of the room. A fireplace of 
simple eighteenth century design 
is placed at one end of the living 
part of the room and a large open 
bookcase is placed at one side of 
the entrance doorway. Mr. Graf 
suggests that the entire floor be 
covered with linoleum, over which 
may be placed rugs. 

The stairway leads from. the 
ground floor to a spacious hallway 
on the second floor, where’ three 
bedrooms and two baths are pro- 
vided. The master bedroom boasts 
the charm of an open fireplace as‘ 
well as southern exposure and a 
connecting bath. The other south- 
ern bedroom is also connected with 
this bath, while the front bedroom 
has a bath of its own. 

There are no doubt hundreds of 
sites in or near St. Louis, similar 
to this one that Mr. Graf has se- 
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lected, which have been passed up 
as unsuitable for certain types of 
houses. After studying the design 
and plans of the house that this 
architect has created it is obvious 
that such locations not only may 


be utilized; but that they may prove 
much more attractive and interest- 
ing than the more usual city or 
county lot, Certainly, this house 
more than justifies that point of 
view.

Often the “my little man” attitude 
is an expression of embarrassment 
on the part of the adult, but gen- 
erally it is simply conforming with 
the general impression that chil- 
dren must be met on a lower plane 
of intelligence than is natural for 
maturity. 

The man or woman who is popu- 
lar with children is the one who 
talks with them as one person to 
another. He makes no effort either 
to reach the child's level or to pull 
the child up to his, but, apparently 
unconscious of the difference in 
age, converses as easily and natu- 
rally as with one of his own gen- 
eration. 

The child reacts at once to such 
treatment. He is interested, and 
tries to live up to the standard set 
for him. He even strives to adjust 
his vocabulary and point of view 
to a mature level, and in doing so 
is unconsciously developing. 

There is no reason to _ stultify 
children by holding them back to 
standards arbitrarily imposed as 
suitable for their age. The child's 
chances of going far in life depend 
to some extent on how s00on he 
starts. The child is learning, test- 
ing, investigating, every waking mo- 
ment. Nature does not adjust her- 
self to his level, but makes him do 
the adjusting. 

The more natural and easy the 
contacts of adults and children are, 
the sooner will the child learn to 
make the human equation. More 
information can be given to a child 
by freedom of speech between the 
generations from the earliest years 
than by years of schoolroom drill. 
And what he gathers spontaneously 
in this rational and easy manner
